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Rule making related to licensure of chiropractic physicians

The Board of Chiropractic hereby amends Chapter 41, “Licensure of Chiropractic Physicians,” lowa
Administrative Code.

Legal Authority for Rule Making

This rule making is adopted under the authority provided in Iowa Code sections 147.76, 151.11 and
272C.3.

State or Federal Law Implemented
This rule making implements, in whole or in part, lowa Code chapters 147, 151 and 272C.
Purpose and Summary

This amendment provides clarification that if an applicant has held an active license during three of
the past five years, the applicant can forgo the requirement of taking the Special Purposes Examination
for Chiropractic (SPEC) to reactivate the license.

Public Comment and Changes to Rule Making

Notice of Intended Action for this rule making was published in the lowa Administrative Bulletin on
August 15, 2018, as ARC 3943C. A public hearing was held on September 4, 2018, at 7:30 a.m. in
the Fifth Floor Conference Room 526, Lucas State Office Building, Des Moines, lowa. The Iowa
Chiropractic Society attended and was in support of the amendments. No changes from the Notice have
been made.

Adoption of Rule Making
This rule making was adopted by the Board on October 10, 2018.
